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STRONG FINISH TO 2017 Has BuLLs EXCITED FOR 2018 


The University at Buffalo football team is eager to hit the gridiron 
and build on a successful finish to the 2017 campaign. The Bulls 
won the final three games of the season to finish 2017 6-6 and 
gain bowl eligibility for just the third time as an FBS program. 
Even the Bulls loses were by a close margin, losing six games by 
a combined 29 points, with their worst loss by only 10 points. 


Buffalo returns eight starters to an offense that rolled up a 
school-record 5,183 yards of total offense on the season and led 
the Mid-American Conference in passing offense, averaging 291 
yards per game. A key component returning to the high-octain 
offense is Anthony Johnson. The senior wide receiver is the top 
returning receiver in the nation after averaging 113 receiving 
yards per game and 14 touchdowns in 2017. 


The Bulls will feature equal fire power on the defensive side of 
the ball. Senior middle linebacker Khalil Hodge ranked second 
in the nation in tackles with an FBS-era school-record 154 stops 
in 2017. In just two seasons with the Bulls, the California native 
has already totaled an astounding 277 tackles. 


Here is a position-by-position breakdown as the Bulls enter 
spring drills. 


QUARTERBACK 


Due to injuries, the Bulls were forced to start three different 
quarterbacks in 2017. However, it did prove UB has built depth 
at that position as all three signal-callers return in 2018. 


Junior Tyree Jackson will likely return to his starting role in 
2018. The Bulls’ dual-threat quarterback started eight games in 
2017 and threw for 2,096 yards and 12 touchdowns and rushed 
for 197 yards and four more scores. After suffering an injury in 
week four and missing the next four games, he returned to put 
up huge numbers over the final four games of the season. Jack- 
son averaged 341 yards passing and threw nine touchdowns to 
help the Bulls win three of their final four games. 


Buffalo will have the luxury of having the MAC's single-game 
passing leader on the roster as well in Drew Anderson. The se- 
nior signal-caller played in four games and started three before 
he, too, suffered an injury and was lost for the season. Prior to the 
injury, Anderson threw for 1,039 yards and 10 touchdowns. He 
had one of the greatest games in MAC history when he threw for 
a conference-record 597 yards and seven touchdowns against 
Western Michigan. 


Kyle Vantrease also started a game as a true freshman in 2017. 
The Stow, OH native threw for 355 yards and two touchdowns 
on the season. 


Dominic Johnson, a big-framed, quarterback at 6-5, 230, con- 
tinues to develop as a sophomore and will add depth at the po- 
sition. 


RUNNING BACK 


Heading into the 2017 campaign, the Bulls figured Johnathan 
Hawkins would be their next starter. And he was for the first 
three games, until an injury forced him to miss the remainder 
of the season. A healthy Hawkins will compete for the starting 
job in 2018, but will do so with a pair of backs who got plenty of 
experience in his place in 2017. 


One such back is junior Emmanuel Reed who had a breakout 
season in 2017 after playing sparingly in 2016. Reed started the 
final nine games of the season in 2017 and led the Bulls in rush- 
ing with 840 yards and nine touchdowns on the year. 


Theo Anderson was a solid backup to Reed and proved to be 
a nice compliment with his powerful running style. The sopho- 
more back ranked second on the team in rushing with 419 yards 
and two touchdowns in 2017. 


Fellow sophomore Kameron Pickett saw action in three games 
in 2017 and returns to add depth at the position.

Kevin Marks is a talented young back who redshirted as a fresh- 
man last season. 


WIDE RECEIVER 


One luxury Buffalo has is returning arguably one of the top wide 
receivers in the nation in Anthony Johnson. The senior wideout 
posted eye-popping numbers in 2017 - his first season seeing 
action with the Bulls. Johnson had 76 receptions for 1,356 yards 
and 14 touchdowns in 2017. He led the MAC and ranked sec- 
ond in the nation in receiving yards per game (113.0) and his 
14 receiving touchdowns on the season were a single-season 
school record. In addition, his 1,356 receiving yards were second 
in school history for a single season. 


K.J. Osborn also had a breakout season in 2017. The junior re- 
ceiver registered 35 catches for 493 yards and four touchdowns 
on the year - easily the best numbers of his career. 


Antonio Nunn has developed into a legitimate deep threat for 
the Bulls. The sophomore had 15 catches for 301 yards in 2017, 
including a 48-yard touchdown catch at Army, plus two other 
40+ yard grabs. 


The Bulls have a number of young receivers waiting in the wings 
looking to have their own breakout seasons. A few names in- 
clude sophomore Tito Overton and redshirt-freshmen Charlie 
Jones, Isaiah King and Rodney Scott III. 


TIGHT END 


For the first time since 2014, the Bulls didn’t have an All-MAC 
tight end, but the Bulls were still very effected at that position 
and look to be even stronger in 2018. 


Junior Tyler Mabry started all 12 games at tight end in 2017 and 
will likely return to the starting role in 2018. He led all UB tight 
ends in receiving with 24 receptions for 242 yards and a touch- 
down last year and registered a catch in 11 of 12 games. 


Sophomore Zac Lefebvre played in the first eight games of 


JOHNSON 


2017 and made a start before missing the final four games with 
an injury. He had five receptions for 51 yards and a touchdown 
on the season. 


Julien Bourassa redshirted as a freshman in 2017, but the 6-6 
tight end should add depth at the position in 2018. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 


The offensive line has been a strength of the Buffalo offense 
since Leipold's arrival and it looks like it will continue to be a 
strength in 2018. 


The line is anchored by fourth-year starting center James 
O’Hagan. The UB senior and team captain has started all 36 
games of the previous three seasons. He is a two-time All-MAC 
selection, earning third-team honors in both 2016 and 2017. 


Junior Evin Ksiezarczyk earned the starting left tackle job in 
preseason camp prior to the 2017 season and did an outstand- 
ing job for the Bulls, starting all 12 games. He will likely return to 
his starting role in 2018. 


The third returning starter is guard Tomas Jack-Kurdyla. The ju- 
nior has been a starter since midway through his true freshman 
campaign in 2016. 


While the Bulls lost a pair of starters to graduation, a number 
of returning offensive linemen were worked into the rotation in 
2017 giving them valuable playing experience. 


Jacquis Webb is one of those returners who actually started the 
first four games at right tackle for the Bulls. Paul Nosworthy, 
Kayode Awosika and Skyler Hartley also all saw time last sea- 
son and should challenge for starting roles. 


DEFENSIVE LINE 


The defensive line will be led by All-MAC defensive end Chuck 
Harris who really blossomed in 2017 and will likely only get 
better in 2018. Harris ranked third on the team in tackles with 
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HARRIS 


73 and second on the team with seven tackles for loss and four 
sacks in 2017. 


Another steady starter on the defensive line is tackle Justin 
Brandon. Like Harris, Brandon is also a senior who is coming 
off the best season of his career. The 6-1, 305-pounder had 36 
tackles, including four tackles for loss last season for a much im- 
proved rush defense. 


The Bulls will have to replace a pair of starters, including All-MAC 
defensive end Demone Harris. One candidate who may earn the 
job is sophomore Malcolm Koonce who played a reserve role 
as a true freshman a season ago. Koonce had 16 tackles and a 
sack in 2017. 


Senior Myles Nicholas should also get a crack at the job. The 
Rochester native played in all 12 games in 2017 and had 20 tack- 
les and a tackle for loss. 


Cal transfer Kennedy Emesibe is in his second season with the 
Bulls. The senior defensive end played in six games last year and 
registered a sack. 


Redshirt-freshmen Jaylin Nolden and Frendy Darelus as well 
as UMass-transfer Taylor Riggins will also help solidify the de- 
fensive end spot. 


At tackle, the Bulls got a nice surprise with the development of 
Chibueze Onwuka. The former walk-on ended up appearing in 
11 games and made a start in 2017. 


Veteran defensive tackle Jake Khoury will also add depth at the 
tackle spot after playing in 21 career games. Christian Gonzalez 
and Wesley Scott will also be in the mix at defensive tackle. 


The coaching staff made a point to focus on the defense line 
during the recruiting process and three new Bulls will join the 
Bulls for spring ball. Newcomers to the defensive line include 
DeShondrick Foxworth, Atunaisa Vainikolo and Eddie Wil- 


son. 
LINEBACKERS 


The linebacker unit will once again be led by senior Khalil 
Hodge. The City College of San Francisco transfer has been a rev- 
elation since his arrival prior to the 2016 season. The two-time 
All-MAC linebacker followed up his 123-tackle performance in 
2016, by piling up 154 stops in 2017 to lead the MAC and rank 
second in the nation. 


Jordan Collier is another veteran of the unit who started 10 
games a season ago. The senior outside linebacker ranked fifth 
on the team in tackles with 66, including 41 solo stops. 


With the graduation for Jarrett Franklin and Ishmael Hargrove, 
the Bulls will need to replace the other outside linebacker spot. 
One candidate for the job is Kadofi Wright. The sophomore 
linebacker appeared in all 12 games and made a start in 2017. 
He had 17 tackles, 1.5 tackles for loss and a sack on the season. 


Justin Mulbah, who missed last season with an injury, played in 
six games as a true freshman in 2016. Ja'Varius Harrison could 
also challenge for the starting job after playing in 10 games last 
season. 


Matt Otwinowski has been a solid backup for Hodge at middle 
linebacker over the last two seasons. The Bulls' junior linebacker 
has played in all 24 career games and has 47 tackles. 


Buffalo has a number of young linebackers who redshirted last 
season that should also play a factor. Tim Terry, Jr., Ledarius 
Mack and Rick Squires are a few players that could compete 
for playing time. 


DEFENSIVE BACKS 


The cornerback position is one of the strengths of this Buffalo 
team. Led by senior Cameron Lewis, it's a veteran unit. After 
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starting all 12 games in 2016, Lewis battled injuries in 2017 and 
only played in seven games. However, he made an impact in 
those seven games with 34 tackles, three forced fumbles an in- 
terception and four pass breakups last year. 


Fellow senior Brandon Williams started eight games at corner- 
back last season. He had 43 tackles, an interception and four 
pass breakups on the year. 


Another senior, Tatum Slack, started nine games in 2017 and 
led the team with nine pass breakups. The Upland, CA native 
added 29 tackles and a tackle for loss on the year. 


Devon Russell, yet another senior, appeared in 10 games and 
started three last season. He had 14 tackles and three pass 
breakups on the year. 


Sophomore Roy Baker is a 6-2 cornerback who played in nine 
games in 2017. He had 11 tackles and a pass breakup on the 
year. 


Wankeith Akin, Jr. and Aapri Washington, who both redshirt- 
ed as freshmen last season, should also add depth to the posi- 
tion. 


Unlike the cornerback position, the Bulls will have to replace 
their two starting safeties in Tim Roberts and Ryan Williamson. 


Junior Dev Lamour has the most experience of the returners. 
Slowed by injuries last season, Lamour has seen action in 12 
games and started once over his first two years. 


Kobe Green made an immediate impact as a true freshman 
in 2017. Green, who was also a special teams ace, played in 10 
games and had 18 tackles and 1.5 tackles for loss on the season. 


Junior Jeremiah Dadeboe and sophomore Tyrone Hill con- 
tinue to improve and could also challenge for a starting safety 
spots. Dadeboe and Hill played in 11 and four games, respec- 
tively, in 2017. 


JUCO transfer Joey Banks joined the program in January from 
City College of San Francisco and will also likely be in the mix for 
a starting job. 


Ali Abbas and Dawun Hylton redshirted as freshmen last sea- 
son and should also add depth. 


Adam Mitcheson returns for a fourth season as Buffalo's start- 
ing kicker. The junior was 15-for-24 on field goal attempts and 
37-of-40 on extra attempts in 2017. 


With the graduation of Kyle DeWeen, the Bulls will have a new 
starting punter in 2018. The likely candidate will be Evan Fin- 
egan, an All-State punter from Michigan, who redshirted last 
season as a freshman. 


Jeremiah Riordan returns for his second season as long snap- 
per. 


THE NARO 
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Head Coach Lance Leipold 


Lance Leipold is in his fourth season as head coach 
of the Buffalo football team. 


Leipold had his most successful season in 2017 - 
his third with the Bulls. He guided Buffalo to a 6-6 
record and bowl eligibility for just the third time as 
an FBS program. The six wins were the third most in 
a season since the Bulls made the move to the FBS 
ranks in 1999. 


The Bulls featured an explosive offense that ranked 
second in the Mid-American Conference, averaging 
432 yards per game and led the MAC with 291 pass- 
ing yards per outing. UB's 5,183 yards of total offense 
were the most in school history for a single season. 
The Bulls produced 20 plays of 45 yards or more and 
those 20 plays came from 10 different players. 


Buffalo posted key wins against Conference USA 
Champion Florida Atlantic as well as a nine-win 
Ohio team. The Bulls finished the season with three 
straight wins for the first time as an FBS program. In 
addition, UB's six losses were by a total of 29 points, 
including two one-point losses and a three-point, 
seven-overtime loss. 


In 2016, Leipold led a very young squad, featuring 
42 new players. The Bulls were the fourth most in- 
experienced team in the nation. Buffalo earned im- 
pressive wins over Army (a bowl team) and Akron. 
Buffalo had four players named to the All-MAC team. 


In 2015, his first with the Bulls, Leipold led UB to a 
5-7 mark. He became the first UB head coach to win 
five games in his first season since Bob Deming went 
6-3 in 1969. 


Included in the Bulls five wins was a victory at 
Florida Atlantic - Buffalo's first non-conference road 
win since the 2009 season.The Bulls won three road 
games in 2015 - the most in UB’s FBS era (since 1999). 


The Bulls had five players 
named to the All-MAC foot- 
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The Leipold File 


2014. 


Leipold came to UB from Wisconsin-Whitewater 
where he compiled an astounding 109-6 record and 
won six Division III National Championships over his 
eight seasons. A six-time National Coach of the Year, 
Leipold reached 100 career victories faster than any 
other coach in NCAA history - at any level. 


Leipold has gathered multiple honors from as many 
as five football-related organizations. He earned his 
sixth American Football Coaches Association Divi- 
sion III Coach of the Year award in 2014. He has won 
the award more times than any active coach at any 
level. He passed the late Joe Paterno, who was a five- 
time recipient of the award. 


In his first season as head coach at Whitewater, The 
Warhawks went 14-1 and won the national title. He 
led the Warhawks back to the national champion- 
ship game in 2008, but they lost to Mount Union, 
31-26. Wisconsin-Whitewater went 15-0, winning 
the national championship in 2009, 2010 and 2011 
and won 46 straight games over that span. Follow- 
ing a 7-3 season in 2012, UWW went a perfect 15-0 
and won the national championship in 2013 and fol- 
lowed with another perfect 15-0 season and a na- 
tional title in 2014. 


In Division Ill, where athletic scholarships aren't a 
part of the game, Leipold was able to recruit top- 
notch talent to the campus in southeastern Wiscon- 
sin. During his tenure, running back Justin Beaver 
earned the Gagliardi Trophy as the top player in Di- 
vision Ill. Brent Allen earned the Division III Riming- 
ton Award as the top center. Jeff Schebler was the 
first recipient of the Fred Mitchell Award, given to 
the top placekicker in Division II or Ill. Tailback Levell 
Coppage earned D3football.com Offensive Player 
of the Year accolades, and Cole Klotz was selected 
D3football.com Defensive Player of the Year. Defen- 
sive back Jared Kiesow was named an NCAA Elite 88 
Award winner. The Warhawks have piled up 56 All- 
America honors under Leipold’s tutelage. 


A native of Jefferson, WI, Leipold began his coaching 
career at Wisconsin-Whitewater in 1987 as a quar- 
terbacks coach and then wide receivers coach. He 
moved to the University of Wisconsin from 1991-93 
as a graduate assistant and helped the Badgers to 
a Big Ten title and a Rose Bowl appearance in 1993. 


As an assistant coach at Division Il Nebraska-Omaha 
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from 1994-2000, Leipold helped turn the Mavericks 
from a 1-10 team in 1994 into three-time North Cen- 
tral Conference champions during his tenure. After 
being promoted to offensive coordinator in 2000, 
he moved on to the University of Nebraska, where 
he served for three seasons under current Ohio 
head coach Frank Solich. He was on the same staff 
as former UB head coach Turner Gill. The Cornhusk- 
ers competed in the national championship game in 
2001 and earned bowl bids in 2002 and 2003. 


He returned to Nebraska-Omaha to serve as asso- 
ciate head coach and offensive coordinator from 
2004-06. The Mavericks finished 8-3 and won the 
conference championship each of his three seasons. 


Leipold is a 1987 graduate of Wisconsin-Whitewater 
where he was a standout quarterback for the War- 
hawks. He ranks second in school history in career 
pass attempts (647), fourth in yards (4,277), sixth in 
completions (303) and tied for 10th with 27 touch- 
downs. He was inducted into the Whitewater Hall of 
Fame in 2003. He was inducted into the Wisconsin 
Football Coaches Association Hall of Fame in 2018. 


Leipold and his wife, Kelly, have a daughter, Lindsey, 
and a son, Landon. 
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Andy Kotelnicki 


Offensive Coordinator/Running Backs 
UW-River Falls '04 
Fourth Season at Buffalo 


Andy Kotelnicki is in fourth third season as offensive 
coordinator. He also coached the running backs after 
servings as quarterbacks coach his first two seasons. 


Buffalo's offense made significant progress under 
Kotelnicki in 2017. The Bulls ranked second in the Mid-American in total offense, 
averaging 432 yards per game. UB's 5,183 yards of total offense were the most in 
school history for a single season. Due to injuries, Buffalo was forced to start three 
different quarterbacks throughout the season and the Bulls still led the MAC in 
passing offense, averaging 291 yards per game. 


Other notable numbers from the 2017 season included ranking sixth in the nation 
in most improved scoring offense; sixth in the nation in most improved passing 
offense; eighth in the nation in turnovers lost; third in the MAC in points per 
possession; second in the MAC in fewest 3-and-outs; third in MAC in total offense 
and first in the MAC in third down conversion percentage. 


In his first season coaching running backs, Kotelnicki helped with the development 
of sophomore Emmanuel Reed who rushed for 840 yards and nine touchdowns 
in his first season as a starter. 


In 2016, the Bulls had three offensive players named All-MAC, including tight end 
Mason Schreck (2nd team), running back Jordan Johnson (3rd team) and center 
James O'Hagan (3rd team). Redshirt-freshman quarterback Tyree Jackson threw for 
1,772 yards - the most ever by a UB freshman quarterback. Jackson also became 
the first freshman quarterback to throw for 300 yards in a game (he did it twice). 


In 2015, the Bulls averaged 249.5 passing yards and 136.9 rushing yards per game. 
Also the quarterbacks coach, Kotelnicki oversaw a passing game that had 283 pass 
completions — the second most in school history for a single season. The Bulls’ 
23.6 completions per game were the most ever. 


Kotelnicki came to UB from Wisconsin-Whitewater where he had spent the 
previous two seasons as offensive coordinator and recruiting coordinator. 


At UWW, Kotelnicki led an offense that led the Wisconsin Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference (WIAC) in scoring offense (40.1), rushing offense (218.2) and passing 
offense (269.5) in 2014 en route to a perfect 15-0 season and the programs’ sixth 
Stagg Bowl national championship in eight seasons. 


The Warhawks featured one of the most efficient offensive attacks in the nation 
under Kotelnicki’s leadership in 2013. Whitewater led the Wisconsin Intercollegiate 
Athletic Conference and ranked among the top five in the nation in first downs 
(311), interceptions allowed (1) and turnover margin (+2.3). 


The Warhawks’ offense also led the conference in red zone offense, converting 
scores on 85.9 percent of drives inside the 20-yard line, and set single-season 
team records in passes completed (312) and passing touchdowns (42) in 2013. 


Prior to Whitewater, Kotelnicki served as offensive coordinator at the University 
of Mary, an NCAA Division Il institution in Bismarck, N.D., for two seasons. In his 
first year as coordinator, the Marauders scored over 10 points per game more 
than the previous season and led the Northern Sun Intercollegiate Conference in 
scoring offense, total offense and passing efficiency. During his tenure, Kotelnicki 
mentored nine All-NSIC North Division honorees, the sixth 1,000-yard rusher in 
the school’s history and an All-American wide receiver. 


Kotelnicki spent six seasons as an assistant coach at UW-River Falls, including four 
as offensive coordinator, in 2003 and from 2006-10. The Falcons set 24 offensive 
school records during his second stint, and he was promoted to assistant head 
coach for the 2010 campaign. 


Kotelnicki worked at Western Illinois University, where he coached tight ends, 
special teams and the offensive line, from 2004-06. He was also an assistant 
strength and conditioning coach from 2004-05 and the interim strength and 
conditioning coach in 2006. 


After earning a bachelor’s in exercise and sport science from UW-River Falls in 
2004, Kotelnicki picked up a master’s in kinesiology from Western Illinois in 2006. 
He is a member of the American Football Coaches Association and the Wisconsin 
Football Coaches Association. 


Kotelnicki and his wife, Lindsey, have a son, Max, and daughter, Joy. 


Brian Borland 


Defensive Coordinator/Safeties 
Morningside (IA) ‘85 
Fourth Season at Buffalo 


Brian Borland is in his fourth season as defensive 
coordinator and also serves as safeties coach. 


Borland led a unit that ranked fifth in the Mid-American 
Conference in scoring defense (24.8) in 2017. Three UB 
defensive players were named All-MAC, including linebacker Khalil Hodge (first 
team) who ranked second in the nation in tackles with 154 — the most by a UB 
player in the Bulls’ FBS era. Joining Hodge on the All-MAC team were defense ends 
Demone Harris (second team) and Chuck Harris (third team). 


In 2016, Borland guided a defense that led the MAC and ranked 13th in the 
nation in pass defense, allowing 181.5 yards per game. Linebacker Khalil Hodge 
accumulated 123 tackles, the eighth most in school history for a single season, 
and was named All-MAC Second Team. 


The Bulls were a very opportunistic defense in 2015. UB scored a school-record 
seven defensive touchdowns (by seven different players) to rank second in the 
nation. 


Three members of his defense were named to the All-Mid-American Conference 
team in 2015. Linebacker Brandon Berry was named to the second team. 
Linebacker Okezie Alozie and cornerback Boise Ross were named to the third 
team. Ross broke the school record for passes defended in a season with 20 to 
rank fifth in the nation. 


Borland came to UB from Wisconsin-Whitewater where he spent the previous 
21 seasons. Since 2002, Borland served as the Warhawks defensive coordinator. 


Borland began at UW-W in 1994, also serving as the defensive backs coach. He 
was announced as a 2015 Wisconsin Football Coaches Association Hall of Fame 
inductee. 


Borland was named Division III Coordinator of the Year in 2013 by footballscoop. 
com after helping lead the Warhawks to the NCAA Division III national 
championship, the team’s fifth in seven seasons. UW-Whitewater led the nation 
in scoring defense, allowing just 9.1 points per contest, and ranked No. 1 in the 
country in fumbles recovered (19) and turnovers forced (44). 


From 2009-14, Borland’s defenses led the Wisconsin Intercollegiate Athletic 
Conference and ranked among the top 20 in the nation in rushing defense, scoring 
defense and total defense. The Warhawks also led the league in pass efficiency 
from 2010-13. 


Borland earned Wisconsin Collegiate Assistant Coach of the Year honors from 
the Wisconsin Football Coaches Association in both 2004 and 2006. In the 2009 
season, Borland led the Warhawks to the fourth best scoring defense in Division 
Ill. In 2010, the Warhawks were ranked second in NCAA Division Ill in run defense. 
In 2011, Borland’s rushing defense was ranked first in the WIAC. 


From 1994-2002, Borland also coached track and field at UW-Whitewater. In 2000, 
he led the Whitewater women’s track and field team to a fourth place finish at the 
NCAA Division III Outdoor Track and Field Championships. He earned NCAA D-III 
national coach of the year honors for his successful season. 


Prior to Whitewater, Borland was the defensive coordinator for three years at 
Baker University (Kan.) from 1991-93, and at the University of Minnesota-Morris 
from 1989-90. He also was the head women's softball coach at Baker University 
and head track and field coach at the University of Minnesota-Morris. Borland’s 
other stops include stints as a graduate assistant football coach at the University 
of Florida and at the University of Wisconsin. He also coached defensive backs at 
Arizona Western College. 


Borland played his college football at Morningside (lowa) College (1981-84) 
where he was a four-year letterwinner and three-year starter at defensive back, 
and a team captain. 


In addition to his football coaching duties at UW-W, Borland taught in the HPRC 
Department. 


He has a wife, Gayle, and two sons, Evan and Jaren. 
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Rob lanello 


Associated Head Coach/Wide Receivers 
Catholic '87 
Fourth Season at Buffalo 


Rob lanello is in his fourth season as associate head 
coach, recruiting coordinator and wide receivers coach. 


In 2017, he coached Buffalo wideout Anthony Johnson 
who had one of the finest seasons in school history. The 
junior receiver led the Mid-American Conference in receiving yards with 1,356 
and touchdowns with 14, which was also a school record. Johnson, a first-team 
All-MAC selection, ranked second in the nation in receiving yards per game (113.0) 
and third in receiving touchdowns (14). 


Buffalo's receivers flourished under lanello in 2015. For the first time as an FBS 
program (since 1999) the Bulls had three players with 50 or more catches in a 
season. Matt Weiser had 63; Ron Willoughby had 61 and Marcus McGill had 50. 


lanello brought over 25 years of experience to UB and is recognized as one of 
the best recruiters in college football. He most recently spent three seasons 
on the Kansas football staff where he was the recruiting coordinator and wide 
receivers coach. 


lanello was instrumental in helping bring the 25th-rated signing class to Kansas 
in 2013 according to The Sporting News. The Jayhawk class had two four-star 
prospects, including the top-rated JUCO prospect in the nation in defensive 
lineman Marquel Combs. 


No stranger to the Mid-American Conference, lanello served as head coach at 
Akron for the 2010 and 2011 seasons. Prior to his stint at Akron, lanello was a 
member of the coaching staff at Notre Dame from 2005-09. He coached the Irish 
in the 2008 Hawai'i Bowl, 2007 Sugar Bowl and 2006 Fiesta Bowl. 


From 2005-08 at Notre Dame, he served as wide receivers coach and coordinated 
the recruiting efforts of the Irish. In January 2009, he was promoted to assistant 
head coach for offense. In that role, he led offensive staff meetings when head 
coach Charlie Weis was not present, and later served as the team’s interim head 
coach. 


Notre Dame's 2009 offense ranked sixth nationally in passing offense (323.50 ypg) 
and ninth in total offense (451.75 ypg). lanello mentored Irish wide receiver Golden 
Tate, who was the 2009 Biletnikoff Award winner and a consensus All-American. 
Additionally, he coached Jeff Samardzija, who was a Biletnikoff Award finalist in 
2005 and 2006 and earned All-America honors in 2006. 


As the recruiting coordinator for the Irish, he directed three consecutive top-10 
recruiting classes from 2006-08, something only three other schools (USC, Florida 
and Georgia) could claim. Additionally, lanello is the only coach named one of the 
25-best recruiters nationally from 2005-09 by Rivals.com. In the book“The Second 
Season” by recruiting analyst Tom Lemming, lanello is name done of the top-10 
recruiters of the last 30 years. 


lanello had two coaching stints at Wisconsin (1990-93, 2003-04), and was part of 
a staff that helped lead the Badgers to the 1994 Rose Bowl, the 2003 Music City 
Bowl and the 2005 Outback Bowl. 


From 1994-2002, lanello was on staff at Arizona, serving as recruiting coordinator 
from 1994-96, and wide receivers coach and recruiting coordinator from 1997- 
2002. The Wildcats played in two bowl games, the 1997 Insight.com Bowl and the 
1998 Holiday Bowl. The 1998 Arizona team finished 12-1, which stands as the best 
record in school history. 


lanello served on the board of trustees of the American Football Coaches 
Association in from 2003 to 2009. The board formulates policy and provides 
direction for the AFCA. He also has served as the chair of the AFCA’s assistant 
coaches’ committee and the general chairman of the AFCA’ all-division assistant 
coaches’ committee. He also served on the AFCA ethics committee in 2010 and 
2011. 


Born Nov. 4, 1965, lanello is a native of Port Chester, N.Y., and is a 1987 graduate 
of The Catholic University of America in Washington, D.C., owning a bachelor’s 
degree in English. 


lanello and his wife, the former Denise Dove, have one son, Zachary, and two 
daughters, Ashley and Courtney. Denise played collegiate basketball at Northern 
Illinois and is a former assistant women’s basketball coach at Arizona and 
Wisconsin. She has also worked as a scout in the WNBA. 


Daryl Agpalsa 


Offensive Line 
Linfield ‘02 
Fourth Season at Buffalo 


Daryl Agpalsa is in his fourth season as offensive line 
coach. 


The offensive line blocked for a unit that passed for a 
school-record 3,490 yards in 2017. The Bulls allowed only 
16 sacks on the year, which ranked second in the Mid-American Conference. Center 
James O'Hagan was named All-MAC Third Team for the second straight season and 
it marked the third straight season a UB offensive lineman was named All-MAC. 


In 2016, Agpalsa’s offensive line paved the way for Jordan Johnson's 1,000-yard 
season, including his school-record 282-yard performance against Akron. Center 
James O'Hagan was named All-MAC Third Team, becoming just the second center 
in program history named All-MAC. 


In 2015, the Bulls averaged 249.5 passing yards and 136.9 rushing yards per game. 
UB allowed only 16 sacks on the year - the fourth fewest in the Mid-American 
Conference. Left tackle John Kling was named to the All-MAC Second Team. 


Agpalsa joined the UB staff in 2014 after spending the previous two seasons as 
an assistant coach for the University of Wisconsin-Whitewater football team. He 
worked with the offensive line, specifically in coordinating the run game and 
protections. 


UW-Whitewater finished the 2014 season 15-0 and won the Stagg Bowl national 
championship for the sixth time in eight seasons. The Warhawks led the Wisconsin 
Intercollegiate Athletic Conference (WIAC) in scoring offfense (40.1), rushing 
offense (218.2) and passing offense (269.5). 


In 2013, under Agpalsa’s leadership, the offensive line blocked for the WIAC’s No. 
2 rushing offense and the league's No. 3 passing attack. The Warhawks averaged 
166.7 yards per game on the ground and 231.1 yards per contest through the air, 
and set program records in completions and touchdown passes. 


Prior to Whitewater, Agpalsa served as a graduate assistant coach for the offensive 
line at the University of Minnesota for three seasons. He mentored a pair of All-Big 
Ten offensive lineman and worked under head coaches Tim Brewster and Jerry 
Kill during his time. 


Agpalsa also coached at Hamline (Minn.) University from April 2007-February 2010, 
and Linfield (Ore.) College from August 2003-March 2007. He helped produce four 
all-conference offensive linemen during his time at Hamline, and 10 all-conference 
linemen, including two All-Americans, at Linfield, which won three straight league 
titles (2003, 2004, 2005) and the 2004 NCAA Division Ill championship. 


As a former student-athlete at Linfield, Agpalsa was a two-year captain and three- 
year All-Northwest Conference selection, and a first team All-America honoree in 
2002, as an offensive lineman. The four-year starter helped lead the Wildcats to 
NWC championships in 2000, 2001 and 2002. 


A native of Waipahu, Hawaii, Agpalsa graduated from Linfield in 2002 with a 
bachelor’s in business. He earned his master’s in education (applied kinesiology 
and sport management) from Minnesota in 2012. 


Agpalsa and his wife, Ali, have a daughter, Addison. 
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Alan Hensell 


Tight Ends 
Franklin '05 
Fourth Season at Buffalo 


Alan Hensell is in his fourth season as tight ends coach. 
In two of his three seasons at Buffalo, the Bulls have 
produced an All-MAC tight end. 


Hensell developed young tight ends in 2017 led by 
sophomore Tyler Mabry who had 24 receptions for 242 yards and a touchdown. 
Redshirt-freshman Zac Lefebvre had five catches for 51 yards and a touchdown 
before an injury ended his season. 


In 2016, Mason Schreck was a second-team All-MAC selection after leading the 
Bulls with 59 catches for 651 yards. His receiving yard total was the most in school 
history by a tight end. Schreck was selected by the Cincinnati Bengals in the 
seventh round of the 2017 NFL Draft - becoming the first UB tight end ever drafted. 


In 2015, Hensell coached Matt Weiser who had arguably the best season by a tight 
end in school history. Weiser set the school record for receptions by a tight end 
with 63 en route to earning All-MAC First Team honors. Weiser also became the 
first player in UB's FBS era to be named an Academic All-American. 


Hensell came to UB after spending the previous two seasons with the University 
of Wisconsin-Whitewater football team as its wide receivers coach. 


In 2014 as wide receivers coach at UWW, Hensell helped lead the Warhawks to the 
top passing offense ranking in the Wisconsin Intercollegiate Athletic Conference 
(WIAC). Four of his wide receivers earn All-WIAC honors, including two that were 
named to the first team. Jake Kumerow was named the Division III Player of the Year. 


The Warhawks went a perfect 15-0 in 2014 and won the Stagg Bowl for the sixth 
time in eight years. 


In 2013, two wide receivers earned All-WIAC accolades, including first team 
honoree Kumerow. A second team All-West Region selection by d3football.com, 
Kumerow set school records for receiving yards (1,331) and receiving touchdowns 
(19) in one season. The team’s strong receiving corps helped the Warhawks post 
a 15-0 record and a national championship. 


Hensell came to UWW from D1-AA (FCS) member Gardner-Webb (N.C.) University, 
where he was the offensive line coach. During the 2012 season, he helped produce 
three All-Big South Conference selections, including left guard Jamie Dunaway, 
who received third team All-America honors. A total of four players have garnered 
All-America honors while being tutored by Hensell. 


A New Carlisle, IN, native, Hensell spent time at the University of Connecticut as 
an offensive quality control coach in February 2012 before joining the Gardner- 
Webb staff. 


Hensell spent the previous five seasons in the Southeastern Conference, including 
the 2011 season as assistant offensive line coach and offensive graduate assistant 
at Ole Miss. He worked with the Rebels’ offensive line and tight ends in 2011, 
helping mentor right tackle Bobby Massie, who was drafted in the fourth round 
of the 2012 NFL Draft by the Arizona Cardinals. 


In 2010, Hensell served as assistant offensive line coach and offensive intern at 
the University of Tennessee, where he had the opportunity to coach center James 
Stone, who earned freshman All-America honors for the Vols. Tennessee was 
selected to play in the Music City Bowl following the regular season. 


Hensell worked his first stint at Ole Miss from 2007-09, working as assistant 
offensive line coach in 2008 and 2009. The Rebels were 9-4 in each of those seasons, 
finishing the seasons with AP ranks of Nos. 14 and 20, respectively, and won a 
pair of Cotton Bowls. In 2008, Ole Miss averaged 407.6 yards of total offense per 
game and 186.5 yards per game on the ground. Left tackle Michael Oher earned 
first-team All-America honors and was taken in the first round of the NFL Draft 
by the Baltimore Ravens. In 2009, the Rebels averaged 402.4 yards per game of 
total offense, including 183.6 on the ground. Standout offensive lineman John 
Jerry earned first-team All-America honors that season and was picked in the third 
round of the NFL Draft by the Miami Dolphins. 


Hensell began his college coaching career at his alma mater, coaching outside 
linebackers at Franklin (IN) College in 2004. Hensell also served as a student 
assistant baseball coach during his time at Franklin, helping the team to a 29-15 
record, a Heartland Conference championship and a No. 24 national ranking in 
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2005. 


Following his time on staff at Franklin, Hensell moved on to coach quarterbacks 
at UW-River Falls in 2005 and 2006. He helped tutor Jeremy Wolff, one of only 
three signal callers in Division III selected to play in the Aztec Bowl, to All-WIAC 
honors in 2006. 


Hensell started his career in coaching in 2003 at Decatur Central (Ind.) High, 
coaching quarterbacks following a career-ending injury on the college gridiron. 


As a student-athlete, Hensell played two sports at Franklin as a freshman, lining 
up at running back and receiver, and pitching for the Grizzlies’ baseball team. He 
helped the baseball squad to a 32-10 record, a Heartland Conference title and a No. 
30 national ranking as a freshman in 2002. He came to Franklin from New Prairie 
(Ind.) High School, where he was a three-sport standout in football, basketball 
and baseball, earning 10 letters throughout his prep career. 


Hensell graduated from Franklin in 2005 with a B.A. in physical education (K-12) 
and a minor in health education. He earned a master’s degree in science and 
education from Wisconsin-Whitewater in 2015.

Linebackers 
Wisconsin-Whitewater ‘98 
Fourth Season at Buffalo 


Chris Simpson is in his fourth season as linebackers 
coach. 


In 2017, Khalil Hodge had arguably the finest season 
by a linebacker in school history. The junior middle 
linebacker had an FBS-era record 154 tackles on the year to lead the Mid-American 
Conference and rank second in the nation. Hodge was named All-MAC First Team 
for his efforts. 


In 2016, for the second straight season, Simpson's linebackers were the top 
three leading tacklers on the team. Khalil Hodge had a huge season for the Bulls, 
finishing with 123 tackles, the eighth most in school history for a single season 
and the second most in UB's FBS era. Hodge was named All-MAC Second Team. 


Simpson made an immediate impact with the Bulls as the linebackers were 
arguably the strongest unit of the Bulls defense in 2015. The top three tacklers 
on the team were linebackers and for the first time since 2008, the Bulls had two 
different players with over 100 tackles as Nick Gilbo finished with 113 and Brandon 
Berry had 104. Berry was named All-MAC Second Team and Okezie Alozie was 
named third-team All-MAC. 


Simpson came to UB after spending 2014 as the outside linebackers coach at 
MAC-foe Eastern Michigan. 


Prior to coaching at EMU, Simpson spent the previous four seasons as linebackers 
coach at Grand Valley State. During his time in Allendale, Mich., the team posted 
a 39-11 record and four Division II playoff victories. He also tutored six All-Great 
Lakes Intercollegiate Athletic Conference (GLIAC) performers during that span. 


Grand Valley closed the 2013 football campaign ranked third in the final American 
Football Coaches Association poll. The Lakers advanced to the NCAA DII National 
Semifinals for the eighth time after knocking off undefeated and No. 3 ranked 
Colorado State University-Pueblo. 


Senior linebacker Jordan Kaufman received second team All-GLIAC honors after 
leading the squad in tackles with 87, while also recording eight tackles for loss, 
a fumble recovery and returning a blocked field goal 56 yards for a score. Also 
earning honorable mention league honors for GVSU were senior linebackers 
Charles Hill and Luther Ware. 


His 2011 linebacking unit was a key component ina Laker defense that ended the 
year among the GLIAC leaders. GVSU led the league in tackles for loss (93) and 
sacks (36), while ranking second in scoring defense (20.2). GVSU limited opponents 
to 15.5 points per game in its last five games that season. 


Simpson's linebacking unit helped the Laker defense rank nationally in several 
categories, including the top 20 in tackles for loss and quarterback sacks in 2010. 
Ware and Justin Victor earned All-GLIAC accolades during the 2010 campaign. 


He arrived at GVSU following a two-year stint at the University of Nebraska-Omaha 
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under current EMU defensive coordinator Brad McCaslin. The Mavericks were 
14-9 with one appearance in the NCAA Dll playoffs during his time on the staff. 


Simpson spent five years at Division IIl national power Wisconsin-Whitewater 
where he was an assistant coach in charge of the linebackers. UWW was 42-3 his 
final three seasons with three-straight NCAA DIII National Championship game 
appearances and three Wisconsin Intercollegiate Athletic Conference crowns. The 
Warhawks claimed the 2007 National Championship and turned in an overall mark 
of 56-9 during his five years on the staff. 


In addition, Simpson coached two years (1999-2000) at Waunakee (Wis.) High 
School, one year (2001) at Loras College in Dubuque, lowa, as a graduate assistant 
and one year (2002) at Wisconsin-Platteville. In the summer of 2006, Simpson was 
selected as a participant at the NCAA Men's Football Coaches Academy. 


He also has received an NFL Minority Coaching Internship on six occasions, from 
the Green Bay Packers for defensive line and special teams in the summer of 2006, 
in 2007 with the Dallas Cowboys, in 2008 with the Carolina Panthers, in 2009 with 
the Minnesota Vikings and Cleveland Browns and in 2013 with the Detroit Lions. 


Simpson graduated with a bachelor’s degree from Wisconsin-Whitewater in 
physical education in 1998. He earned his master’s in curriculum and instruction 
in 2004. 


Simpson and his wife, Nicole, have three children: Jarryn, Riley and Noah. 


Tim Edwards 


Defensive Line 
Delta State ‘91 
Fourth Season at Buffalo 


Tim Edwards is in his fourth season with the Bulls and 
will focus on defensive tackles in 2017. 


It was another strong season for the Bulls’ defensive line 
in 2017. Buffalo had 19 sacks on the year, 13 of which 
came from defensive linemen. Defensive end Demone Harris, a former walk-on, 
had the finest season of his career, finishing with 9.5 tackles for loss and five sacks, 
both team highs, en route to earning All-MAC Second Team honors. Fellow starting 
defensive end Chuck Harris also flourished with 73 tackles, seven tackles for loss 
and four sacks and was named All-MAC Third Team.

In 2016, the UB defensive line was one of strengths of the defense. Of the Bulls 
18 sacks on the season, 10 came defensive linemen, including a team-high four 
from Brandon Crawford. 


In 2015, he molded a young defensive line unit that showed promise throughout 
the season. He helped lead a defense that scored seven defensive touchdowns, 
which ranked second in the nation. 


Edwards has 21 years of coaching experience. He spent four years as defensive 
line coach at Louisiana-Lafayette before coming to Buffalo. 


Louisiana-Lafayette won the New Orleans Bowl in all four seasons he was with 
the Ragin’ Cajuns. In 2014, the team led the Sun Belt Conference in rush defense 
and defensive linemen Christian Ringoand Justin Hamilton were both named All- 
Sun Belt First Team. Edwards also coached an all-conference defensive lineman 
in 2011, 2012 and 2013. 


Prior to coaching at Louisiana-Lafayette, Edwards spent three seasons as co- 
defensive coordinator and defensive ends coach at Florida A&M. In 2010, the 
Rattlers were co-champions of the MEAC and Edwards was selected to coach in 
the HBCU All-Star Bowl. 


Edwards spent four seasons as defensive line coach and linebackers coach as 
well as recruiting coordinator at Hampton University. The Pirates were MEAC 
Champions and FCS playoff participants in 2004, 2005 and 2006. Hampton finished 
in the top six in the FCS in scoring defense in 2005 and 2006. 


He also had coaching stints at Pearl River Community College, Kentucky State and 
the Carolina Rhinos of the AFL2. 


Edwards is a 1991 graduate of Delta State University with a degree in aviation 
management. He was an All-American linebacker/defensive lineman for the 
Statesmen and is in the school's hall of fame. He played three seasons for the 


New England Patriots as well as three seasons for the Saskatchewan Roughriders 
of the CFL. 


He and his wife, LuAnn, have three children, Halena, Timothy II and Kenci. 


Taiwo Onatolu 


Cornerbacks 
Nebraska-Omaha ‘06 
Third Season at Buffalo 


Taiwo Onatolu is in his third season as cornerbacks 
coach after starting his career at UB as director of player 
personnel. He also coaches the specialists. 


The Bulls ranked fifth in the Mid-American Conference in 
pass defense in 2017, allowing 205 yards per game and added eight interceptions. 


In 2016, UB's defense led the MAC and ranked 13th in the nation in pass defense 
- allowing 181.5 yards per game. 


Onatolu came to UB from Missouri State where he spent the previous five seasons 
at inside linebakers coach. He is a native of Papillion, NE, and spent the 2007 to 
2010 seasons as an assistant at the University of Nebraska-Omaha. 


He was also a standout linebacker at UNO, starting four seasons for the Mavericks, 
earning All-NCC first-team honors three times and All-America first-team honors 
in 2004. He was the North Central Conference's most valuable linebacker in 2004 
after posting 98 tackles and 5 interceptions. He was in on 71 tackles as a senior, 
helping him earn All-America second and third-team honors by different agencies. 


Onatolu finished his four-year stint at UNO as the program's No. 2 all-time tackler 
with 371 total stops. He also tallied 46.5 tackles for loss, 12.5 sacks, 7 interceptions 
and 182 solo tackles in 44 games. He helped the Mavericks to a pair of NCC titles 
and a 2005 playoff appearance. 


After completing his degree in Communication, Public Affairs & Community 
Service from UNO in 2006, Onatolu stayed at UNO for two years as a graduate 
assistant coach, working with the squad's linebackers. He coached All-American 
safety Randy Kush in 2007, the school's all-time leader in interceptions. He moved 
to full-time status in March 2010 and helped UNO to a combined 29-16 ledger 
during his four years on staff, including NCAA Division II playoff appearances in 
2007, 2008 and 2009. 


In his first season at Missouri State in 2011, he had the best of both worlds with a 
gritty and determined senior in David Ingram at one inside linebacker spot anda 
redshirt freshman in Andrew Beisel at the other. Beisel went on to record a team- 
high 84 tackles, becoming the first MSU freshman since 1998 to lead the club in 
total stops and earned MVFC All-Newcomer Team distinction. Ingram, who started 
all 11 games, tallied 77 tackles and finished third on the squad. 


In 2012, Onatolu used five different starters in his rotation, including Beisel who 
led all middle linebackers with 73 stops in 10 games, while redshirt freshman 
Christian Hoffmann brought down 41 ball carriers with 5 starts in an impressive 
debut campaign. 


It was Beisel and Hoffmann who led Onatolu’s inside backers again in 2013. Beisel 
tallied 96 stops while starting all 12 games and earning All-MVFC honorable 
mention honors his junior campaign, while Hoffmann earned 9 starts his 
sophomore season with 36 total stops. The tandem helped Missouri State rank 
among the national leaders in red zone defense, rushing defense, scoring defense 
and passing defense, while ranking as one of the top defensive units in the MVFC. 


Onatolu’s twin brother, Kenny, has enjoyed a professional career that began with 
the Edmonton Eskimos in the Canadian Football League and included stints with 
the Minnesota Vikings and Carolina Panthers. He was also an All-NCC linebacker.

Quarterbacks/Passing Game Coordinator 
Mount Union '91 
Second Season at Buffalo 


Jim Zebrowksi, a coaching veteran in the Big Ten and the 
Mid-American Conference, begins his second season as 
quarterbacks. Zebrowksi brought 25 years of coaching 
experience to Buffalo, including five successful seasons 


at Minnesota. 


Zebrowski made an immediate impact in his first season with the Bulls in 2017. 
Despite, an injury-riddled season that saw the Bulls have to start three different 
quarterbacks, Buffalo still led the MAC and set a school record with 3,490 passing 
yards on the year. Tyree Jackson threw for 2,096 yards and 14 touchdowns in eight 
games on the season, including three 300+ yard games. Backup Drew Anderson 
started against Western Michigan and threw for a school- and conference-record 
597 yards and seven touchdowns. 


Zebrowski was the quarterbacks coach at Minnesota from 2011-15 and helped 
lead the Gophers to three straight bowl games. He is well known for developing 
young quarterbacks. Minnesota signal-caller Mitch Leidner advanced from running 
the scout team to accounting for 2,250 yards and 21 touchdowns in 2014. Leidner 
had 10 rushing touchdowns, tying the school record for a quarterback. 


He helped lead the Gophers to the Meineke Car Care Bowl in 2012, the Texas Bowl 
in 2013 and the Citrus Bowl in 2014. He likely would have stayed at Minnesota. 
However, head coach Jerry Kill stepped down for health reasons in 2015, resulting 
in changes to the coaching staff. 


Prior to coaching at Minnesota, Zebrowksi was the quarterbacks coach at Northern 
Illinois in 2010. He tutored All-MAC quarterback Chandler Harnish, an NFL draft pick 
of the Indianapolis Colts. He also laid the foundation for Harnish’s backup Jordan 
Lynch who was an All-American and a Heisman Trophy finalist in 2013. Featuring a 
high-powered offense that averaged over 35 points per game, Zebrowski helped 
lead the Huskies to the 2010 MAC Championship game and a win over Fresno 
State in the Humanitarian Bowl. 


This is the second time Zebrowski will serve under Leipold. He was the offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks coach at Wisconsin-Whitewater from 2007-09. Over 
his tenure, the Warhawks went 42-3 and advanced to the Division III title game 
every year, winning it twice. Zebrowksi was named the Wisconsin Football Coaches 
Association Assistant Coach of the Year and the FootballScoop.com Division III 
Coordinator of the Year in 2009. 


In 2004, he became the head coach at Lakeland University and led the Muskies 
to a 28-12 record over four seasons. He led Lakeland to a pair of Illini-Badger 
Conference championships and advanced to the Division III playoffs for the first 
time in school history. 


Zebrowski and his wife, Heather, who was named Female Athlete of the Year 
during her volleyball playing days at Southern Illinois, have two children, Zachary 
and Lauryn.

Second Season at Buffalo 


Roc Bellantoni was promoted to defensive ends coach 
prior to the 2018 season after spening one year as the 
Director of Player Personnel. 


Bellantoni came to Buffalo from Florida Atlantic where 
he spent three seasons the defensive coordinator. He served as defensive 
coordinator and linebackers coach at FAU from 2014-16. At FAu, Bellantoni 
coached Trey Hendrickson, curenntly a defensive end for the New Orleans Saints. 
Hendrickson ended his storied career, three seasons of which under Bellantoni, 
as the program's all-time leader in sacks, tackles for loss, quarterback hurries and 
forced fumbles. 


Prior to FAU, coached the defensive line and special teams at Villanova. The 2013 
Villanova team finished the season ranked No. 6 in the NCAA SRS rankings. He 
coached All-CAA defensive lineman Rakim Cox and Antoine Lewis. He helped lead 
the Wildcats to the FCS playoffs in 2012. 


A graduate of lona, Bellantoni gained his most coaching experience at Eastern 
Illinois. He was with the Panthers from 2001-11, serving as defensive line coach, 
defensive coordinator and finally associate head coach. He served as an assistant 
from 2001-11 while working his way up the storied program's coaching ladder to 
associate head coach. He was the defensive coordinator from 2002-11 and the 
associate head coach from 2007-11. Bellantoni helped Eastern Illinois win five 
Ohio Valley Conference Championships (2009, 2006, 2005, 2002, and 2001) and 
make six NCAA playoff appearances. 


Bellantoni also had coaching stints at Drake and Buena Vista University. He started 
his coaching career at Mamaroneck High School.
